Even before his present indisposition it 
had been evident that his health was failing 
and that he was looking jaded and worn. 
The Queen’s death and the press of public 
business in connection with the opening 
scenes and ceremonials of the new reign 
have prevented a journey to the Riviera, 
which might have invigorated him, and pos- 
sibly it may now be too late for him to take 
advantage of a respite from official duties, 

It has been an open secret that the prime 
minister was weary of public life and 
anxious to retire after the general elections, 
but was dissuaded by urgent requests from 
the court. His inclinations prompted retire- 
ment when the King ascended the throne, 
tut he was again forced to make a personal 
sacrifice and wait for a more convenient 
season. 

Those who have heard his recent speeches 
have been impressed-with his listless man- 
ner, lack of animation and his increasing 
feebleness. Members of Parllament have 
been predicting since January his resigna- 
tion before the close of the present session. 
It had been noticeable that the King has 
spared him needless attendance at court and 
accepted the service of Mr. Balfour many 
times when the prime minister would nat- 
urally have been in consultation with him. 
Even if current reports of Lord Salisbury's 
failing health are exaggerated there is lit- 
tle reason to-doubt that there will be a new 
prime minister before midsummer, probably 
Mr. Balfour in preference to the Duke of 
Devonshire or Mr. Chamberlain, There 
were no notable callers at Arlington street 
yesterday and official bulletins do not yet 
admit the case is serious.

RECEIVED MASONIC HONORS 


GREAT CROWD WITNESSED THE 
FUNERAL PROCESSION. 


Bedy Will Remain in Wesleyan Ceme- 
tery Seven Years and Will Then 
Be Taken to China for Final 
Interment. 


Gam Lee, the dead king of Hop Alley, 
was buried Sunday afternoon. On his grave 
in Wesleyayn Cemetery, on the Olive street 
road, were placed choice fruits, meats and 
wines, for his refreshment on the journey 
heavenward. From the carriages in his 
funeral procession bits of paper with holes 
in the center were thrown broadcast. The 
devil must pass through all these holes be- 
fore be can get the soul-of Gam Lee. 

Curious Americans who attended the 
burial carried away the food and drink as 
souvenirs, but with such a handicap on 
Satan there js little fear that Gam’'s soul 
will fail-to reach the bosom of Confucius. 

Everywhere in the obsequies the Chinese 
idea was uppermost. Gam's countrymen 
in St. Louis honored him with a funeral 


such as he would have received in his na- 
tive land. According to the Chinese idea, 
eath is a cheerful visitation, and a funeral 
is a matter of merrymaking. However, in 
deference to American customs, there was 
some somber music along with the rest. 
The band, following instructions from An- 
drew Foo, the Christian Chinaman who had 
charge of the ceremonies, played first ‘‘The 
Dead March” from Saul, and then “Mr. 
Johnson, Turn Me Loose.” The latter tune 
rendered hilarious the numerous negroes 
who were in the procession. 

rhe obsequies and burial occupied several 
hours, First came the services in the Chi- 
nese Masonic lodge room on Eighth street, 
adjoining Hop Alley, for Gam Lee was a 
Mason. The pall was placed under a black 
canopy, and beside it a whole sheep and a 
whole hog, uncooked, for Gam to eat on his 
way to heaven. Fong Bak was master of 
the Masonic ceremonies,

These services over, six Chinamen, 
sowned in red, white and black, bore the 
body back to the home of the late king 


in Hop alley, in the rear of 817 Market 
Street. Here services were held similar to 
those of the white man’s Masonic order. 

At 1 o'clock the funeral procession formed 
at the mouth of the alley. Andrew Foo, on 
a snow-white horse, led the way. Another 
mounted Chinaman led a riderless horse 
for the use of the deceased on his long 
journey in the spirit land. 

Behind the horsemen marched the Chi- 
nese Masonic Band, followed by the funeral 
cortege, Chinese Masons, mourners, friends 
and a throng of white men and negroes. The 
negroes laughed and hooted as they walked. 
Some of the white men seemed to think tthe 
funeral was a huge joke. The procession, 
three blocks long, was viewed from side- 
—— and windows by thousands of resi- 4 

ents, : 

The Chinese were decorated with Chinese 
flags. Four members of a Chinese funeral 
band rode in one vehicle and made weird 
music. Lee Gon, a brother, and Mow Lin, 
a cousin of the ‘dead king, rode-in the car- 
riage immediately following the hearse. 
Gam’s widow, Uulu Lee, a white woman, 
was in the next carriage. According to a 
Chinese custom only tHe male relatives ride 
immediately behind the coffin. 

The Chinese Masons, in red turbans and 
gray robes, carried flags and emblems of 
their order. 
Chinamen were in the procession. 

Most of the mourners marched afoot to 
Twenty-first street, where they took car- 
riages. As the curious procession passed 
along Delmar boulevard many ersons

The King died last Tuesday, but the fu- 
neral was delayed until Sunday In order 
that several representative Chinamen from 
distant cities might arrive and take part 
in the ceremonies. The Masonic lodge to 
which Gam belonged has about, 300 mem- 
bers and is incorporated under the laws of 
Missouri.
